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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the instant application. IDS filed on 10/01/2001 
(paper #3) and Preamendment filed on 10/26/2001 (paper #12) have been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-11, 13-15, 22, 27, 28, drawn to a protein and methods of using 
the protein, classified in class 530, subclass 300+. 

II. Claims 12, 14, 23, 25, drawn to an inhibitor of a protein and methods of 
using the inhibitor, classified in class 530, subclass 300+. 

III. Claims 12, 14, 16, 23, 24, drawn to an antibody, classified in class 424, 
subclass 130.1+. 

IV. Claims 1 7-1 9, 20, 21 , 26, drawn to an isolated DNA molecule and a 
knockout mouse, classified in class 800, subclass 18. 

Claims 12, 23 encompass the inventions of Groups II and III. Should one of these 
Groups be elected, claim 12 will be examined only to the extent it encompasses the 

elected subject matter. 

Claim 14 encompasses the inventions of Groups I, II and III. Should one of these 
Groups be elected, claim 14 will be examined only to the extent it encompasses the 

elected subject matter. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Groups I, II and III are directed to a protein, its inhibitor peptide and an antibody 
which are structurally different, have different modes of operation and different effects 
and outcomes and are distinct from one another. 

Group IV is directed a nucleic acid and a knockout mouse which are distinct from 
the proteins and antibody of Groups l-lll. The methods of producing a knockout mouse 
do not require the proteins and antibody of Groups l-lll and vice versa. Further, peptides 
and nucleic acids are substantially different in terms of structural, chemical, physical 
and biological properties, are made using substantially different techniques and can be 
used for substantially different purposes. It is particularly noted that the nucleic acid is 
not required for the production of the peptide as peptides can be synthesized or purified 
from cells. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Further, the search required for Group I is not required 
for other Groups and vice versa, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected
